“It’s the cheapest gig in town, 
ny friend,” said Michael Walters, 
sditor of Owr Voice and an orga- 
nizer of the event. 
“They need someone like Our 
ice to hold a benefit for them 
because they are a big corporation 
but at the same time, the service 
they intend to provide falls short 
in a few thousand homes. It’s a 
problem.” 
Walters said he knows of one 
inner-city resident who suffered a 
troke and was unable to call for 
ielp because he didn’t have a tele- 
phone. Four days passed before 
omeone arrived at the man’s 
house and called for help. Low- 
come persons who have no 
hone have more difficulty getting 
obs too, Walters said. 
“Not having a phone can be very 
etrimental... it is an essential 
blic utility and our feeling is 
lus, as a Major corporation, has 
responsibility to make sure that 
opie have this service and to 
ake sure it is affordable, and the 
ites keep going up.” 
Basic telephone rates did go up 
arlier this year, to a monthly 
harge of $19.90, with the approval 
the Canadian Radio-television 
lecommunications Commission 
DRTC).

“Tt’s estimated that 2,000 chil- 
dren in Edmonton Public school 
system have no phones but 80 per 
cent of children at St. Michael’s 
elementary school (an inner-city 
school) come from homes with no 
phones,” O’Hara said. 

The Phone in Every Home group 
has met with Telus representatives 
five times since its formation in 
February of 1998. But little pro- 
gress has been made in areas the 
committee sees as being important 
— such as how the phone compa- 
ny deals with customers who are 
in arrears. O’Hara said other 
phone companies, like Saskatche- 
wan’s SaskTel, appear to be more 
flexible than Telus is. 

“SaskTel has relatively flexible 
repayment schedules. People are

able to access service while they 
pay back their debt,” O'Hara said. 

“The other issue is costs of a 
basic package. Right now it’s 
about $20 in Alberta and is that a 
barrier? To be honest with you we 
don’t know and Telus doesn’t 
know and the CRTC doesn’t 
know.” 

But what O’Hara does know is 
that things could be better. He 
says Canadians are falling behind 
in ensuring people can communi- 
cate with one another easily. 

“Canadians like to see them- 
selves as socially progressive in 
providing services to individuals 
regardless of income, and we point 
to health services as a crown 
jewel. But the U.S. is far more pro- 
gressive in requiring phone compa- 
nies provide basic service to indi- 
viduals at a very modest cost.” 

O'Hara cites the situation in the 
state of Pennsylvania, where basic 
phone service costs $7 per month, 
as an example. Yet he admits the

comparison might not be fair. 

“When we met with Telus, I 

described it as a clash of cultures 

. .. that is one of the reasons this 
issue is complicated: we don’t 
know their business very well and 
they don’t know our world very 
well either.” 

As far as Walters is concerned, 
though, the issue is pretty simple: 
in its 1998 annual report, Telus 
reported profits of $70 million, yet 
basic rates keep increasing. 

“We're not saying they should 
provide service for free .. . we are 
suggesting they stop increasing the 
rate — it is increasing their profits 
at the expense of more and more 
people not being able to use the 
service,” Walters said. 

“We are suggesting maybe there 
is a sliding scale that they could 
comply with, that they look at 
even providing a basic bells-and- 
whistles-free phone on a sliding 
scale. They can afford to.” 

But Telus spokesperson Jeff 
Welke says that with 98 per cent of 
homes having telephones, and 
with the CRTC approving rate 
increases, the phone company is 
offering “an affordable rate per 
month.” He suggests phoneless- 
ness is part of a larger social ail- 
ment. 

“We can empathize with people 
who are less fortunate, and in diffi- 
cult situations,” said, Welke. “But 
does it not lead to a larger social 
question than anyone can answer? 
If they cannot afford $20 month, 
they are probably having trouble 
paying for things like food and 
shelter.” 

Walters said TelusMore is being 
run on the kindness of others: the 
venue is being donated, and musi- 
cians Isuch asw Juno Award win- 
ner Bill Bourne, The Mavens, 
Whitey Houston and the Blue 
Hawaiians and Maria Dunn are 
performing for free. If 200 tickets 
are sold, the activists will have a 
cheque worth $200 for Telus. 

Would that embarrass the com- 


pany? 

“We understand people wanting 
to have a voice. People in this 
country have always been able to 
do that. We support it — it is not 
always comfortable.” ‘ 

If the company is presented with 
a $70 cheque, it will do something 
“appropriate,” Welke said. 

“We will do something like 
donate it somewhere.”

On the current tour, which 
brings Alice and friends to the 
Agricom Sept. 17, a new device of 
death is employed, leaving audi- 
ences slack-jawed. 

“We haven't used the guillotine 
in a long time,” Furnier muses. 
“Alice has met his demise in so 
many ways but the one we're using 
now, on this tour, the reaction it 
generally gets is ‘hhhhhha!’ The 
tour is an all-out Alice extravagan- 
za — Alice Cooper's Rock and Roll 
Carnival — a pure Alice show with 
all the hits and definitely exhaust- 
ing the audience.”

Edmonton Art Gallery examines urban life

ou may not realize it, but the 
V ties work of art, the biggest 
artifact, in your life is the 
urban structure that you live, love, 
play and work within 

They may not always be pretty, 
but built urban spaces in this cen- 
tury are certainly always planned 
and as rigidly theory-driven as any 
installation piece or painting. So, 
how better to explore the vicissi- 
tudes of built space than through 
the eyes of an artist and the pro- 
duction of architecturally-inspired 
fine art, especially in Edmonton, a 
city that a certain crusty Montreal- 
based writer described as having 
the architectural values of “a used 
building lot” 

The Edmonton Art Gallery is 
presenting a daring exploration of 
built space in its five artist show 
Model Homes: Explorations in 
Alternative Living. Curated by 
Nancy Campbell and Catherine 
Crowston, Model Homes features 
the work of Kim Adams, Eleanor 
Bond, Don Lawrence, Liz Magor 
and Lucy Orta. All five artists have 
created fanciful works addressing 
the aesthetic politics of built 
spaces in many different contem- 
porary forms, using everything 
from past visions of urban utopias, 
absurdly surreal miniature cities 
and hybrid-housing forms. 

Bond, for example, paints large 
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(13 by 14 feet wide) pieces 
designed to explode our perspec- 
tive of built space. Her paintings 
refer to actual utopian architectur- 
al proposals from the '50s and ’60s 
— fanciful and imaginary cities 
alluding to the future plucked from 
the past. 

“I’m interested in those images 
of utopia, the idea of the possible,” 
says Bond, who at one point toyed 
with the idea of studying architec- 
ture. “My paintings are squeezed 
into the present tense, in effect 
future tense images from the past.” 

Bond eschews the term “futuris- 
tic”, pointing out that her work is 
as much a comment about visual 
history. “Hollywood goes back to 
the ’20s and ’30s all the time for 
images of the future,” points out 
the Winnipeg-based artist, citing 
films like Blade Runner and The 
Fifth Element. 

“These images have become 
part of the public way of thinking 
about built space.” 

“I'd like my viewers to think 
about their own communities and 
cities,” Bond says. 

If Bond plays with perspectives 
on time in her work, then Kim 
Adams plays with perspective, 
period.

is getting snockered and insisting 
to his sister-in-law Lisa (lleana 
Douglas) that he cannot be hypno 
tized. Lisa makes the ominous 
statement that hypnosis is not a 
parlor game. He's insistent, and 
before he knows it, he is under in 
one of the most humorous hypno- 
sis sequences the reviewer can 
remember. However, there's a lit- 
tle shock for Tom, as he is left 
with the post-hypnotic suggestion 
to be “more open” (if anything, this 
film is a lesson in the value of 
being even just a little specific). 

How “more open” manifests 

itself for Tom is that a spectre vis- 
its him during a bout of his new- 
found insomnia; a teenage girl who 
wears death like a butcher's apron. 
Even more spooky is that his son 
Jake (Zachary David Cope) 
becomes a channel for this spec- 
tre. 


His wife, Maggie (Kathryn 
Erbe), is weirded out as Tom's 
obsession with finding the identity 
of the spectre causes him to miss 
work and dismantle the house 

To say anymore would be to 
spoil the pursuit for you, and that’s 
the fun in films like this 

Stir of Echoes is a modest hor: 
ror psychological thriller that is 
competently crafted. Setups are 
paid off and — more importantly 
— the payoffs are set up. The only 
exception is when our hero, as 
part of his obsessive quest, starts 
drinking only Minute Maid fruit 
drink: In fact his entire fridge is 
full of nothing but cartons of the 
swill. The only explanation I can 
think of? Obnoxious product 
placement. 

The setup/payoff ratio can be 
directly attributed to one of 
Hollywood's best assignment writ- 
ers. As the writer of both Jurassic 
Park films and films for Ron 
Howard (The Paper) and Brian de 
Palma (Mission Impossible and

While Stir of Echoes is certainly 
no work of art, it is a fun ride.

Metro Cinema presents a film 

noir double bill. This weekend 
offers a pair of films from the 
Paramount vault starring Alan 
Ladd and Veronica Lake, who 
were first paired up in This Gun 
For Hire. 

In the Graham Greene novel on 
which this film is based, Phillip 
Raven is an assassin. He is ugly 
and has a hairlip and his profound 
self-loathing makes his job easier. 

Hollywood reckoned it couldn't 
sell a character so tormented and 
physically repulsive so it cast new- 
comer Alan Ladd and transformed 
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the deformity into a broken wrist 
which healed very badly. 

Raven is hired by a chemical 
company to wipe out suspected 
saboteurs. His contact is Willard 
Gates, an oily, fat man deluded 
into thinking he is respectable. 
Gates hates violence and killing, 
but has no problem hiring others 
to do his dirty work. 

Gates frames Raven by killing 
the company’s payroll master and 
paying off Raven with some of the 
bills taken from the holdup. Soon, 
the cops are on the trail, including 
Inspector Michael Crane (Robert 
Preston). His betrothed is a magi- 
cian/singer Ellen Graham 
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(Veronica Lake), hired by Gates to 
entertain at his club. Raven learns 
of Gates’ doublecross and boards a 
train with Gates and Ellen on it. 
Raven and Ellen start a strange 
relationship — Ellen is sympathet- 
ic to Raven, though her fiancé is 
dedicated to bringing him in. 

The Blue Dahlia was the next 
pairing of Ladd and Lake. Ladd 
plays Tom Powers. He and his 
buddies George (Hugh Beaumont) 
and Buzz (William Bendix) have 
just returned from the war. Buzz 
has a plate in his head, thanks to 
some enemy shrapnel. Tom comes 
home to his wife Helen, who is 
prone to throw drunken parties 
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since she killed their son in a car 
accident. Tom leaves the apart- 
ment and meets Joyce (Lake) and 
starts up a (yet another) strange 
relationship. 

Meanwhile, Helen has been mur- 
dered by an unscrupulous night- 
club owner and the rap is pinned 
on Tom. 

Of all the films in the series at 
Metro, this film is by far the 
tamest. In fact, I highly question 
this film's inclusion in the noir 
genre. Director George Marshall 
and writer Raymond Chandler give 
us a character who seems to have 
it all together, and the ending is a 
completely happy one.
